MRMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 24.—At Lake 


Cormorant, De Soto County, Miss., Ed 
Sttunders, a negro, returning home from 
prayer-meeting, found 
another negro, 


named James Dixon, building a fire in 
his house. Dixon had been requested to 
do so by Saunders' wife, who was sick 
in bed. Sauuders being jealous, pick- 
ed up a stick of wood and struck Dix- 
on 
over

head 
several times, 


knocking him senseless and breaking 
his skull, from the effects of which he 
died the following morning. 
Saunders 


was arrested by a crowd of negroes, who 
carried him before a magistrate, bat 
while the trial was in progress Saunders 
boldly walked oat of the court-room and 
took across the country. About one hun- 
dred negroes started iu pursuit and suc- 
ceeded in re-arresting him. He waived 
further examination aud was sent to jail 
at Hernando.

Brutally Murdered By a Humseller. 
EVANBVII.I.K, Ind., Aug. 24.—A saloon- 


keeper named Marlon Sebrell, atNewton- 
vllle, Spencer County, this State, got into 
a light with a well-to-do farmer named 
Jacob Brady, while the latter was drink- 
ing, several days ago.
